THE TRANS-PACIFIC CABLE.

THE ROUTE ANI) [TS COST. 


‘ A.great amount of interest is taken in Japan 
{ in the proposed ‘Trans-Pacific Cable. The 
“following article from the Mew Sark Sun gives 
some interesting particulars as to the course 
the cable will have to follow s-- 
iz ; Once of the important results of our recent 
entrance into the Nomain of the Pacific is the 
assurance of rn speedy laying of a Trans-Pacific 
f cable. This has been declared feasible by the 
| recent reports received at the Navy Departinent 
from the Nero, the survey ship that is now 
engaged in completing the sounding over the 
proposed route. The mere announcement of 
the fact was made recently in the report of 
Rear-Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of 
Equipment; but there are 2 good many inter- 
esting facts outside the main conclusion that 
have nat 'yet been announced. : 
“The proposed cable route is from San 
: ‘ Franciscu. to’ Honolulu, the survey for which 
__ was made some years aga, The Aero's recent 
voyage, however, mapped the remaining dis- 
tance from Honolulu to Luzon, by way of Guam 
and the Midway islands. In addition a survey 
was also made from: Luzon to Yokohama, 
which will increase the length of the line hy 
1,342 miles and add to the cost over $1,500,000. 
The Nero in the course of her voyage’ made 
two interesting: discoverics. One was the ex- 
‘istence of an unusually large submarine moun- 
tain on the floor of the Pacific, just west of the 
Midway islands, and the other of a submarine 
abyss $00 miles east of Guam that promises to 
be deeper than any other ever discovered. 
“The mountain in question is over 13,200 
‘feet high, almost as-high as Mount St. Elias, 
and comes to withta 82 fathoms of the surface. 
The abyss is-recorded as 4,900 fathoms deep, 
at which point the sounding had to be discon- 
tinued without bottom, Even this makes a 
“hole something over five statute miles deep, 
orone in which Mount Everest,-the tallest 
mountain in the ‘wosld, could be placed and 
‘ still have ronm to, pile several Washington 
“} monuments, one over the.other, on top without 
iver © interfering with navightion, ‘ . 
"YF tis-something-ofa~coincidence that the- 
Nero which made this discovery, was in 
charge of Commander Relknap, while Rear- 
Admiral Belknap, “now retired, was in com- 
mand of the ald -7xsearora, when, in 1874, 
she located the Tuscarora Deep, a great ocean 
. chasm of 4,475 fathoms, off the coast 6f Japan, 
which for many years held the world’s record 
in deep-sea sounding. It is quite possible that 
Commander Belknap would have broken not 
‘only the record of his distinguished relative, 
but that of Mer Majesty's ship Penguin as well, 
~ had'it not heen that the Vero's sounding ap- 
pardtus was too small to hold the requisite 
‘amount of wire. The Penguin, in 1895, found 
what up to the presentholds the unquestioned 
record for deep-sea holes, when he located one 
spot of 3,147 fathoms and another of 5,155 
fathoms nol.far northeast of the Kermadeck 
islands, It is an interesting fact that all these 
deep-sea discoveries were made ‘possible by 
the ingenuity of Captain Charles Sigsbee of the 
Adaine, whose deep-sea sounding apparatus 
has won him recognitian from some of the.

The.Lancel publishes some further taterest- 
ing nates from:Sir William’ MacCormac, who 
is out withsGeneral Buller in Natal. He 
‘describes how. Corporal. Thomas, of the 
Worcester Regiment {Mounted Infantry), was 
‘wounded -at Arundel on November 23, 1899, 
whilst- with a party reconboitring the hills at 
“Arundel, He was leading his pony up a hill 
when a Boer about oo yards ‘distant fred at 
him and hit him four times, All the bullets 
came from the same rifle; he saw the Hoer 
standing up tofireathim. The first two bullets 
wounded him in the hands, “The third bullet 
entered at the inferior angle of the left scapula, 
assiny directly from behind forwards. He 
ad turned round after being struck a second 
time, The track-of the bullet must have been 
in immediate proximity to the heart, the 
pericardium, and the‘large blood-vessels The 
fourth bullet entered on the left side in the 
tenth intercostal space, din. from the tniddle 
line; passing through the lower part of the 
chest and the upper part ofthe abomen. There 
were no symptoms of internal injury to either 
the chest or the abdomen. “The patient had a 
slight tisé of temperature for three da Sir 
William saw him sitting up in the train a few 
days afterwards regretting his transfer down 
country, his chief trouble being stiffness of his 
right little finger joint. 3 ‘ 
Major Hathaway, R.AM.C., on discovering 
Thomas’s absence, returned to the hill and told 
Assistant-Commandant Grobelaar that he had 
come for a wounded man, and asked whether 
he might take him away.

| that there.were none. Needless to say that no 


more came, but the anxiely of the Boers to 
exagyerate our losses and minimize. their own 
was very usual, The Boer who hit Corporal 
Thomas carried him down the hill to the station 
in his own blanket, and said-that he would give 
anything not to have’ shot him, because he 
thought he was going to die. ; 

Some interesting details of the Boer medical 
arrangements were gathered by Major North, 
RA.AMLC., who is tn command of the bearer 
company stationcd at Méder’s Farm. on our 
left flank. On that occasion: about 30 of the 
Suffolks were killed, and the’ thajor and his’ 
men were compelled to bury them, When the 
flag of truce enabled the wounded and dead of 
both sides to be taken charge of, the Boers 
would not allow any of the.soldiers to visit the 
the spot, but said that they themselves would 
assist Major North and his men of the Royal 
Army Medical Corps to bury our dead, which 
they did. Major North saw seven, ambulance 
wagons among the small Boer force, and 
inside these were placed mattresses in (a 
very comfortable way, The Boers would: 
not allow him to look into all of the wagons 
but they asked him if he thought our wagons, 
were better. He replied that they were.” He 
also learned that the enemy have two very 
good hospitals in the town of Colesberg—the 
railway station and the Reformed Church— 
‘and he could see the large Geneva cross flags 
flying from ‘he roofs of these buildings. Ele 
found that onc of the twa surgeons he met'on 
the field among the Boers was a graduate of 
Edinburgh University, practising in time of 
peace in the Orange Free State. The surgeon 
said that he preferred doctoring the enemy to 
losing his practice and house, ‘Major North 
read the Burial Servide aver the graves, and 
this was followed by prayer and hymn-singing 
by the Boers, after which all parted amicably.

It seems -now opportune to yive a short 
description of Bloemfontein with the geography , 
of which our troops will shortly be familiar. 

Bloemfontein, the capital of the Orange Free 
State, is situated on the great trunk line of rail 
from Cape Town to Pretoria, and is 750 miles 
distant {rom the former. ° ‘ 

“The fountain of flowers” (Bloemfontein) is 
a quiet, English:looking town;—bosomed ‘in 
green trees, and nestling tinder the shadow of 
a small rocky eminence, surrounded by low 
hilts, rising to an elevation of only 250 feet. 
It if a veritable oasis of green in a wilderness 
of wide sweeping plains, stretching away west- 
ward lo the far-off plains of Southern Bechua- 
naland‘and the dreary Kalahari Desert. . 

Bloemfontein is really the only town of any 
importance in. the Free’ State, though its 
population numbers but'8,000, ef whom 4,000 
arc whites. I{ has‘an air of Arcadian simpli- 
city, due to the primitive habits of the sur- 
rounding farming element’ and though 4 pro- 
sperdus centre, has never developed any of the 
features of modern civilization. * : : 
"The town is laid: out in ‘the ‘usual Dutch 
square formation, with the market-place in the 
centre, and’on,a hill to the south is Blocm- 
fontein’s only fort, strangely enough built by 
us in days gone by; in 1897 its anna- 
ment, was restricted to a couple of Maxim 
guns, : The ‘public buildings are very hand- 
Some, and .mostly’ built of -while freestone, 
lentiful in the neizhbourhood, and red brick. 
The finest of these is the: Raadzaal, or Houses 
of Parliament, erected during the last few years. 

It boasts a domed tower, Doric columns, and 
cost £60,000. It is most tastefully furnished 
arid bears'comparigon with any similar building 
in our own colonies. The old>Raadzaal is now 
occupied bythe various Government depart- 
ments, and is a well-built edifice of two stories,

Bloemfontein's water supply is at present 
derived from the fountain, with a large reserve 
supply in dains, ahd in 1898 a scheme was 
sugrested for supplying the town from the 
Modder River, at an estimated cost of £40,000, 

Bloewfontein supports no fewer than four 
newspapers, of which the chief js the Fryad of 
the Free State. There are several hotels and 
boarding houses, but living is dear, despite the 
simplicity of the inhabitants, and domestic 
labour is very hard indeed to obtain,” 

The district of which Bloemfontein is the 
centre i's the most important in the Orangé 
Free State, and includes Bloeafontein and the 
villages of Reddersburg, Hranfort, Bethany,, 
and Dewetsdorp. Bloemfontein itself is: 90 
miles from Kimberley, 105 miles from Coles- 
berg, 4oo miles from Durban, and 440 miles 
from Post Elizabeth.—P. V4. Gazelle.

In‘teference (o Mr. Henry Norman's letter 
in The Times of Friday last on the appoint- 
ment-ofa Russian Consul-General for India, 
and the’ old question of claiming reciprocity 
from Russia by the establishment of a British 
Consulate at Tashkent,it may be as well to 
point out the ‘official criticiam of this view of 
the case. 
accepted and recognized Consuls in India from 
other foreign Powers, and, therefore, owing to 
the favoured-nation clause of the Commercial 
Treaties, which stipillates for equal treatment, 
it was not found possible to refuse the same 
advantage to Russia, “On the other hand, 
Russia Sad never yet admitted Consuls in 
Central Asia ftom_any af the foreign Powers, 
and, consequently, cannot make an exception 
in favour of England, although ‘no other Euro- 
pean State has any interest whatever in con- 
nexion with that part of the Tsar's dominions. 

It is again the two diametrically: opposed 
systems of the open and closed doors, As it is 
not the custom to ask- foreign Governments to 
receive Consuls as mere occupants of posts of 
observation, or as secret agents, however much 
‘these duties may be confidentially required: of 
them, itis presumably onthe ground of Russian 
trade with India, which is stated ta be on the 
increase, especially in kerosine, that Russia 
claims to have a presentative at Bombay, As 
Mr, Norman explains, Russia is doing-her best to 
crush out British trade in Central Asia, and, 
‘therefore, we may suppose that she would: not 
like to see-it revived, if that were possible, 
by the help. of ‘a British Consul. As to 
the absence of any Consular officer in any 
part of the Caucasus east of Batum, there 


would now be no objection to the re-esta-, 


blishment of the Consulate at Tiflis, or tothe 
creation af one at Baku. This, after the 
establishment of a Russian Consul-General at 
Bombay, is evidently, a matter that rests 
entirely with the British Government. The 
last British Consul at Tiflis was Captain Lyall, 
who was a,pointed to the post after the Russian 
Government had declined to confirm the no- 
mination of the late Mr. Thomas Mitchell, and 
who was obliged to resign after a few yenrs? 
service there on account of a purely personal 


matter which displeased the local authorities. |, 


Some years after that the late Mr. Peacock, 
Consul at Batum, was allowed to be accredited 
tothe Central Adniinistration of the Caucasus, 
and to pay, periodical official visits to Tiflis, 
but the post of Resident Consul there” has re- 
mained vacant ever since the departure of 
Captain Lyall, Upto the present Russia has 
been virtually served in India by the French 
Consul, and tt is now thought better to have 
an openly. accredited Rusaian official in direct 
relations with the Anglo-Indian Administration.

‘tit TOWN AND ITS DEFANCES. 


As the greatest momentary interest of the 
war now centres in Miufaking, thé. following. 
will be of interest. . It ig’ by the Mafeking 

: correspondent of the Aforning Post :— 

: THE DEFENCES, 

‘Mafeking’ is situated on arise about. 300 
yards north of the Molopo River, which flows 
froin east -to west. Lt is about three-quarters 
of a mile square, The railroad runs to the 

~ west of the town, and, practically speaking, 
due north and south, but immediate y south 
where it crosses the Molopo hy an tron bridge, | 

vit inclines rather westward for 4 distance of 
two or three miles. The railway embankment 
north and south of the river-thus furnishes 
cover, Fronvthe cast and south-cast there are 
heights on the southern bank of the Malopo, 
To the west again of the railway, and nearly 
abutting it half a mile south of the Molopo, is 
the native stadt, [t lies on both sides of the 
river, and on the northern bank commences 
about halfa mile from the railway, then runs, 
in a north-westerly direction for about a inile 
and a half, dnd ends about a mile and three- 
uarters west of the railway, The ground in 
ront of the northern end is slightly higher 
than’ the’ stadt and soon begins to sink away 
from, it, affording good cover to an enemy 
moving on that side. Né@ar the railway the 
ground slopes gradually down fora consider: 


able distance to the river) The country round | / 


Mafeking to tho westy north; and cast is flat, 
but across the Molopo to the south. and south. 
east it commands the town. The ground to the 
west of the stadt commands the stadt. : 


Situated two thousand yards south, and |, 


slightly cast’ of the centre of the town, is an old 
fort of Sir Charles Warren’s—Cannon ’ Kopje. 
This is the key of the position, It is an old 
circular stone fort and only by dint of extra- 
ordinary exertion had it been possible to bring 
it_up ‘in any‘ degree to a sufficient state of 
efficiency to enable jt to resist even ‘old 
ordinary 7-pounder guns, It has an interior 
diameter approximately. of 36 ‘yards.c The 
native location ‘occupied by’ half-breeds lies 
dircetly between Cannon Kopje and the town 
on the southern bank of the river. Following 
the course of the tiverseastward, about 1,200 
yards from the town, andon the northern bank, 
extend the brickfields (eventually occupied by 
both parties), while in the same direction, and 

_ about three miles and _a_half from Mafeking, 
on a ridge, is MacMellan’s Farm, subsequently 
the Boer headquarters, To return to the town. 
At the north-eastern corner is the convent. 
Due cast of that is the grand stand about a 
inilg away, while N.N.E from the convent and 
a mile and a half away is the base of the water- 
works, which extend to a trench at their head 
in the same direction for nearly a inile. 

Thus we have'the raihvay station the N. W. | 
corner, the convent the N.E, corner, Ellis's 
House the S. FE. corner, and the S, W. corner 
the Pound, while ina line from.the S. W. corner 
ofthe town and the northern portion of the 
stadt the B.S.T\P. barracks and fort. lie about 
midway, With the exception ofa strip of scrub 
about a mile wide to the north and-east of the 
convent the country all round is almost bare. 

THE TOWN ITSELF. 

The town is composed of one-storey houses 
built of soft bricks and roafed with corrugated 
iron, the only exception being the convent .of 
‘two storeys and the station, which is not yet 
complete. The native stadt consists of Kaffir 
huts, The B.S.A.P. fort is a duplicate of Can- 
non Kopjc. Thus the outline of the defences 
of Mafeking is, roughly speaking, an obtuse 

* angle triangle, of which the apex is Cannon 
rope While the other two angles are the 
northern end of the native stadt and the convent., 
In time of peace the population of Mafeking 
is 2,000 whites, of the native stadt 4,000 t0 9,000, 
and of location 500, At the present moment 
there are 1,500 whites approximately, and in 
the native stadt 7,000, owing to native refugees. 

The perimeter of the defences is between 
five and six miles: Commencing with the con- 
vent, and working westward at the outset, the 
defences were as follows, The railway tine 
and annoured train protected the north-west 

‘front, then nearer to the vailway came Fort 
Victoria, occupied by Railway Volunteers, and 
in.the arc of a circle extending to the north 
end of the stadt trenches were occupied b} the 
Protectorate Regiment at night: these were 
praduelly turned into forts. The women’s 
anger was established on the edge of the stadt 
near the B.S.A.P. officers’ quarters, and a 
refugee camp in the hollow north of the stadt, 
the northern ‘end of which was held by Captain’ 
Vernon and C Squadron Protectorate Regiment, 
while BR Squadron, under Captain Marsh, and |’ 
the natives, held the stadt itself, the whole 
being under Major Godley, who commanded 
the western outposts. » _ 


. THE GARRISON, : 


The town was garrisoned at first by the Cape 
Police under Captains Brown and Marsh. 
These and the Railway Volunteers were under 
Colonel Vivian, while Cannon Kopje was en- 
trusted to Colonel Walford and the BLS.A.P: 
Colonel Baden-Powell: retained, one squadron 
of the Protectorate Regiment as reserve under 
his own immediate control. These arrange- 
ments were subsequently much augmented. 
After the convent had been practically demo- 
lished by shell fire, and the railway line all 
round the town pulled up “br mined during the 
close investment by the Boers the small work 
was erected at the convent corner, garrisoned: 
by the Cape Police and a Maxim under 
Lieutenant Murray, who was also put In charge

The London correspondent of the Afanchester 
Courter tells the following story, for the ac- 
curacy of which he vayches: “The authorities 
in Pall Mall asked for tenders for bedsteads, 
and they received one from a contractor for 
some 10,000 which was accepted. It was for 
iron catnp hedsteads such as wenre all familiar 
with in barrack rooms. The contractor, how- 
ever, has to manufacture the sample according 
to War, Office pattern, and it will hardly be 
credited that'that pattern dates back to 1808. 
The bedsteads are heavy have no spring in 
themyand cogt more than anything of recent 
date. My friend offered to supply them with 
the latest pe of single bedstead with’ wire 
matiress_and wood frame, but his offer was 
refused. The difference in. weight and in com- 
fort would have been very great, and in price 
it amounts to as much. as 8s, 6d, a bedstend ; 
but the War Office held to the old pattern,, 
He could have supplied the modern bedsteads 
within three weeks, but the oldfashioned article 
has, of course, to be made, and will take a 
much longer time to furnish.” 


A CURIOUS HARVEST,

Nautical readers will possibly be, interested 
in the following—When, fishing is slack the 
boatnien at Yarmouth reap another harvest than 
that of fish from the North Sea: they ‘sweep’ 
the Roads for Jost anchors, 

During the past twelve months they in this 
way filled the Customs House anchor yard with 
2} tons of ‘anchors, for which they receive 
allowance, according ‘to the weight of metal, 
fromthe Receiver of Wrecks. The collected 
anchors are disposed of as old iron by tender. 

The only port that’ has’ gathered more iron 
from the sea than Yarmouth is Dover, which 


gleaned sixty-one tons fromthe Dawns during 


the past year, At Hull twenty-two, tons of 
anchors were gathered; at- Lowestoft twelve 
tons; at. Folkestone five tons; and Cardiff 
comes at the bottom of list with one tom only.
